Attacks Theory of Fall

theory that he may have fallen out 
of the bath room window lf he had 
suffered an attack of some nature, 
by explaining that to have done so 
he would have had to crawl into the 
bath tub and thence onto the win 
dow sill. He said his body would 
have slumped Into the tub lf he had 
had an attack of some kind and 
that it would and could not have 
fallen onto the window sill and 
thence out the window to the con­ 
crete walk below. 
He also explained that Mrs. Wag­ 
aman. his daughter and his mother 
saw the imprint of a heel on the 
upper right side of his face when 
he was found In an unconscious 
condition. 
He said the Imprint dis- 
'ppeared or spread out to such an 
extent after his face had become 
enlarged through swelling that it 
was Impossible to discern any dis­ 
tinguishing marks that might give 
some clue to his assailant.

V. to meet in Joint reunion wuth the 
G A R. in Gettysburg in 1938. 
General Lee had previously ex­ 
pressed hts disapproval of a joint 
reunion, but recently has declined 
to comment and has announced that 
the question of a Joint reunion with 
the G. A. R. will be voted upon by 
the U. C. V. at their 1935 annual 
convention in Amarillo, Texas, Sep­ 
tember 4, 
Senator Rice, In his statement 
this morning, said: 
"Our plans call for a Joint re­ 
union in Gettysburg in 1938 upon 
the occasion of the 75th anniversary 
of the battle of Gettysburg. It also 
would be the 25th anniversary of the 
first Joint reunion of the two organ­ 
izations. held in Gettysburg, in 1913, 
upon the occasion of the fiftieth an ­ 
niversary of the battle of Gettys­ 
burg.

May Leave Country 
Lastra and other officials were
